A sad situation in a Just society 


There is something drastically wrong with the law 
governing trafficking in marijuana, {n so far as it applies 
to boys and girls 16 or 17 years old, 


This was clearly evident in the big round-up conducted 
by police in the Edmonton area in September, A number 
of arrests involved voung policemen in plain clothes, 
working with youths in selected neighborhoods, according 
to reports of people involved. 


For some reason soma young men agreed to play their 
part. We can only hope they weren’t offered a lighter 
charge, on trafficking charges of their own, At any rate 
there were incidences when youths were found who were 
willing to help turn in their friends to the police, 
according t6 our information, 


Now it can happen that the policeman and the young 
man pay a call on the 16-year-old buddy of the young 
man, They ask if he can help them out with some hash 


or a joint of marijuana, Trusting his friend, the ‘‘buddy’’ 
gives them some marijuana, perhaps $3 or $4 worth, 


The incident takes place perhaps in June, We mention 


this type of arrest, because it seems particularly odius,

The punishment 
does NOT fit the crime, 


At the moment many Canadians, including lawyers, 
legislators, drug research people and others are re- 
commending that the sale of marijuana should be legal- 
ized and controlled, Use of this drug is extremely wide 
spread - and not only among teen-agers by any means, 
Surely these sentences under the criminal code should 
be held tn suspense until this decision is made. 


But people 16 or 17 years old should not be given a 
erlminal record for a sale of marijuana under any 
circumstances. The law should be changed, 


In the meantime police need not search out this age 
group for this particular drug, as they carry on their 


commendable effort to bring the drug situation under 
control, facing most difficult problems,

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Seed cleaning Co-op finishes fine year 


The Morinville Municipal 
Seed Cleaning Co-operative 
became the first plant ever 
to go over the half million 
bushel mark last year, Of 
this 450,000 bushels of cer- 
eal grain were processed 
through the plant, 

President Allan McDonell 
told the annual meeting of 
the co-operative on Nov, 21, 
that in co-operation with the 
Agriculture Service Board, 
the co-operative also hand- 
led sales of well over 
150,000 pounds of grass and 
legume seed last spring. 
‘We were fortunate in ob- 
taining a large percentage of 
No, 1 or better grade’’ he 
sald, A small amount of 
No, 2 Alfalfa and Brome 
was handled on a consign- 
ment basis, 

Manager Bud McGillis and 
his staffwere complemanted 
by the chairman on their 
high quality of workmanship 
in the cleaning of cereal 
grains and some oil seeds, 

The meeting was remin- 
ded or regulations prohibit- 
ing mixing of treated grain 
for feed sale, and Mr, Mce- 
Donell pointed out that a 
few farmers may be putting 
newly-harvested grain on 
top of treated seed and haul- 
ing it to the plant for clean- 
ing, He said that the manager 
has been instructed not to 
allow this type of grain in 
the plant, If the owner ts 
caught with such a condition 
there {s a $10 cleaning up 
fee. ‘‘As you can under- 
stand’’ he told the meet- 


ing, ‘‘screenings may have 
a trace of the treated grain 
in which case the plant would 
be held responsible, ’’ 
Speaking of improvements 
to the plant since last year’s 
annual meeting, the chair- 
man stated a new superior 
machine had been recently 
installed at a cost of $5,000, 
Estimate to install sewage 
and water system ‘as been 
obtained at approximately 
$1,200, plus any extra for 
the room which may be add- 
ed to the office. Considera- 
tion {is also being given to 
installation under the office 
in the basement, The addi- 
tion will not be done until 
spring in any case, 
Referring to the financial 
statemant, Mr. McDonell 
pointed out that the plant 
barely paid its way in the 
cleaning and treating of 
grain, “If it were not for 
interest received from ‘n- 
vestments and commission 
on handling grass and cer- 
eal seed, the plant would be 
in real trouble,’’ he sald, 
“To try and correct this 
operating loss, the board 
feels there is urgent need 
to ralse the cleaning price 
by one cent per bushel from 
March 15 on, This is justi- 
fied because the cost for 
overtime and bonuses come 
at this time,’*’ sald the chair- 
man, He also reported that 
five cents per bag extra 
will be charged for sacking, 
‘With these Increases, only 
costs are being met,’’ Mr,

6 Municipalities meet 
on garbage problems 


Mayor Ray Gibbon repre- 
sented the Town ofSt, Albert 
at a meeting last Friday of 
six area municipalities on 
the subject of land fill sites 
for garbage dumping, Re- 
presentatives attended from 
Fort Saskatchewan, County 
Strathcona, County Parke 
land, MD Sturgeon and the 
City of Edmonton, Mr, Har- 
vey Hogg from the Provin- 
cial Department of Health 
was a guest, 

Mr. Hogg pointed out to 
the meeting that new regula- 
tions governing the stand- 
ards of garbage dumps have 
been out for two and one- 
half years, which he felt 
was ample time forthe mun- 
icipalities to make necess- 
ary arrangements to meet 
them on January Lst, 

However one thing that 
emerged from the meeting 
was that all municipalities 
face a common problem, 
They experience great diff- 
iculty in acquiring land for 
land-fill sites. There was 
consensus also on the need 
for municipalities to work 
together towards a solution, 

Among other items, the 
regulations state that there 
must be 1500 feet between 
a dump site and the nearest 
residence, 

If a quarter section of 
land can be found where 
the residences are placed 
only in the corner, this does 
not create a problem, but 
many sites would not be 
feasible when a mile anda 
quarter strip is needed 
around it, And of course

It was also brought out 
that in Edmonton, for every 
additional mile the trans- 
portation costs for dumping

Advertising for land for 
dump sites by one munici-

In St, Albert Mayor Gibe 
bon advises that the town 
and MD Sturgeon have been 
for some time been nego- 
tiating jointly for a_ site 
suitable for both andto serve 
the forthcoming University 
as well, To date is hasn’t 
been possible to complete 
these negotiations, 

Interviewed this week, 
Mayor Gibbon also comme 
ented on the sewage situa- 
tion in St, Albert, where 
the present lagoon facility 
is meeting requirements of 
the department of health, 
Even for a_ population of 
20,000 or more the lagoon 
could be aeriated as a tem- 
porary measure, 

At present the firm of

Proposed policy 
on grain receipts 


Following is a brief re- 
sume of the federal govern- 
ment's ‘‘Proposed Policy 
for Production and Grain 
Receipts’’ which was tabled 
in the House of Commons, 
rhe proposals, designed for 
the prairte grain producer, 
ure Intended to give more 
support to the farmer dur- 
ing difficult marketing years 
ind to increase efforts to 
levelop better sales of grain 
ind oll seeds and their pro- 
lucts, 

(1) A grain stabilization 
plan which would guarantee 
that total cash receipts for 
all grain farmers in each 
year would equal the pre- 
vious five year average re- 
ceipts, Included in the plan 
are receipts from wheat, 
barley, oats, rapeseed, flax 
and rye, 

The plan would pay to each 
farmer in proportion to his 
marketings, Payments 
would be made in any year 
when total cash farm re- 
celpts from the included 
crops fell below the pre- 
vious five year average, 

A small contribution 
would be made by farmers 
annually as acheck-off from 
jelivery receipts - the bal- 
ance of the necessary money 
vould be supplied as a grant 
by the government, 

The plan would be effec- 
tlve as of August 1, 1970, 
It is expected that a pay- 
nent from government funds 
of over $100,000,000 would 
@ made for this crop year. 

(2) A market development 
program amphasizing 
grains and ollseeds to be 
funded by the government 
up to $10,000,000 annually, 

A product research and 
fevelopmeant program is 
Suggested as well as a pro= 
gram for special market 
promotion and development 
projects, 

(3) A major emphasis on 
retaining and further ex- 
panding Canadian sales of 
‘eed grain, principally bar- 
ey, {n world markets, It is 

uggested that up to 16 mil- 
‘ion acres of barley may be 
\ desirable target for 1971, 

(4) A new quota system, 
based on the report of the 
Boden committee, which will 
permit delivery of only one 
kind of grain on any acre but 
allow free assignability of 
ull cultivated acreage to any 
crop. 

(5) A continuation of the

(6) Continuation of gov- 
ernment guarantees of pay- 
ment by credit buyers of 
wheat but assumption by the 
pool of costs of any subsidy 
on interest rates for credit 
up to three years, Concess- 
fonal terms would continue 
to be at government expense 

(7), A commitment to anne 
ounce initial prices for 
wheat, oats and barley by 
March Ist each year, 

(8) An improved informae 
tion system, including anne 
ouncement of probable quota

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It is now official, the 


> Hutterites are moving into 


our district. 

A long, long time ago, 
the gentle and peaceful Cree 
were also masters ofthe 
plains we now call Sfurgeon 
MD St. Albert, Morinville, 
Legal, Namao etc, and now 
what remains of this proud 
Indian race is located in a 
small area called Alexan- 
dre Reserve, located 17 
miles west of Morinville, 
Now another minority, une 
known to most, is coming 
to settle in our midst, the 
Hutterites, Our theme could 
well be Liberation from 
Bondage, 

In our own district we 
have several cultures that 
make this community so 
much richer and also cul- 
tures that could make divi- 
sions, How many of you are 
aware of the two different 
cultures that will now bor- 
der our own district, Our 
theme could well be ‘“Lib- 
eration from Bondage,"’ 

To the west less than 20 
miles we have an Indian 
Reserve, and to the north 
will come a Hutterite Colony 
from Sandshill, Both these 
cultures are causing con- 
troversy inour society, Both 
peoples have been under 
bondage and both have or 
are seeking liberation, Let 
us discuss the ‘‘Hutterites. "’ 

The Hutterites of Russia 
left Prussia, their former 
country on account of relig- 
ious objection to military 
service, They settled in 
Russia on a promise of the 
Czar, that they would be 
exempt from military sere 
vice, be allowed to educate 
their children in their own 
way, in their own schools 
in the German language, and 
be allowed to make affirmae- 
tion instead of Oath in the 
courts of justice. 

These same people were 
asked to leave Russia before 
the year 1803, Canada was 
visited by their delegates in 
1872 and again in 1873, Fole 
lowing this, they emigrated 
to Canada, 

Under chartered rights of 
the Canadian government in 
July of 1873, they were gran- 
ted several requested pri- 
vileges, One was theright to 
educate their children in 
their own way, Let us fure 
ther examine the education 
of the Hutterite child which 


reg. 
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commences at the age of 
two and one half years, when 
the child is first sent to 
school, in the distinctive 
dress of his sex, Small boys 
wear a garb similar totheir 
father and small girls are 
dressed in long sweeping 
skirts like their mother’s, 
There are two-three school 
mothers who take charge 
alternately, For the noon 
meal, they have soup or the 
same food that is served 
in the colony dining room, 
After lunch the children have 
their nap, At 2:30 they are 
awakened to repeat their 
evening prayers and are sent 
home, 

While they attend kinder- 
garten, the children are 
taught simple short relige 
fous songs and prayers, The 
child’s formal education be- 
gins at six years of age. 
For the first year the child 
spends four or five hours a 
day, five days a week, with 
a German teacher, and 
learns to read and write 
High German, 

At the age of seven, the 
children start public school 
under the supervision of a 
non Hutterite teacher with 
the provincial curriculum, 
But the German teacher will 
have the students for an add= 
itional two hours each day, 
six days a week, 

When a boy is seven years 
old, he will receive his own 
New Testament book, and 
begin a program of memor- 
izing 200 Bible verses, When 
completed he will be assig- 
ned another 300 verses, so 
he will have memorized 500 
verses before he is15 years 
old. When he completes the 
first 20) Bible verses, the 
student is given his own book 
of scriptured history, Fifty 
four stories are based onthe 
Old Testament and 55 onthe 
New Testament, These 109 
Bible stories and the 500 
Bible verses, make up the 
course of studies for the 
German school, Eight years 
of this study enables the 
student to recite these store 
jes from memory at the 
age of 15 years. 

At 15 the Hutterite youth 
leaves both the German 
school and the public school 
to do his share of colony 
work, He can now speak and 
write three languages: High 
German, Low German and 
English, He or she now en- 
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ters an apprenticeship under 
a trained craftsman, The 
boys may be trained in car- 
pentry, become aspecialized 
hog man, bee-keeper, shoe- 
maker etc. 

All the girls must learn 
the art ofsewing, gardening, 
cooking, eggkeeping and 
dairy products, 

As I See It, their educa- 
tional system, simple as it 
may sound, reveals that the 
Hutterites have been aware 
of the effective instruction- 
al methods, which are being 
confirmed, through re- 
Search in our own modern 
Society, Can it be all wrong? 
I say as Canadians and Al- 
bertans, enjoying avery high 
standard of living, could well 
ponder the contribution 


made to our society by other 
cultures, With the cost of 
education spiralling in Cane 
ada, and university gradua- 
tes now looking for jobs by 
the thousands, perhaps we 
could learnavaluable lesson, 
Perhaps we should have 
more trade schools andless 
academic courses inour own 
schools, for those who can- 
not obtain a university de- 
gree, or prefer non-acade- 
mic education, 

The Hutterites and Indians 
have much to offer us, let 
them be welcomed as mem= 
bers of our community, Dif- 
ferent as they may be they 
are all God’s children and 
members of the human fam- 
ily,

The Sturgeon Health Unit 
last week filed a report on 
the four-year-old preschool 
screening program with the 
Health Unit Board; tabula- 
ting the results, 

Since the pre-school 
screening program for four 
year olds was established 
in St, Albert in:January of 
1969, it has been gradually, 
expanded to serve most of 
the health unit area, To date 
500 children, 243 boys and 
257 girls have been examin- 
ed by health unit nurses at 
an average age of four years, 
three months, This repre- 
sents about 40 per cent of 
the unit’s four year old pop- 
ulation, 

The local health unit wor- 
ked on anumber of measures 
to draw as many as possible 
of the children into the pro- 
gram, The first step was a 
colorful birthday card sent 
at four years and inviting 
the child, Letters were writ- 
ten and telephoning done by 
the unit’s head office in St, 
Albert, and nurses also did 
extensive telephoning in 
their areas of work,
